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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4, 6 and 9-22 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or 
suggest a mechanical oscillator comprising a non-magnetic balance, a non-magnetic 
balance spring made of a composite material or polymer, carbon or ceramic, wherein 
the balance and spring are adapted such that the coefficient of thermal expansion of 
the balance, the coefficient of thermal expansion of the balance spring and the 
thermoelastic coefficient of the balance spring cooperate to compensate for thermal 
variations in the system. Specifically, the prior art lacks a ceramic balance in 
combination with the required balance spring coefficients compensating the balance 
coefficients set forth in claim 1 . 

Claim 23 is allowed because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a non 
magnetic balance spring for an oscillator mechanism in a horological instrument, the 
balance spring made of a composite material or polymer, carbon or ceramic material, 
wherein the balance spring material has a coefficient of thermal expansion and 
thermoelastic coefficient arranged to cooperate with the coefficient of thermal expansion 
of the balance by decreasing in length and increasing in thickness with increase in 
temperature to compensate for thermal variations in the system. Specifically, the prior 
art lacks the claimed balance spring material having the claimed thermal coefficients in 
the length and thickness direction.
